Shaw 
guilty of

A Carbondale man was found 
guilty Tuesday of first-degree 
murder in the killing of cab driv- 
er Terry Whipple of Madison. 

In a stipulated bench trial, 
Chief Judge Edward C. Fergu- 
son found Eddie Shaw, 31, guilty 
of stabbing Whipple to death 
Oct. 6, 1992 in Granite City. 

In a Stipulated--bench trial, 
each side. agrees to what evi- 
dence would be presented in. a 
jury trial. The verdict is then 
decided by the judge. 

Shaw, who pleaded innocent, 
was set to appear before a jury 
Wednesday before the new 
agreement was reached between 
Assistant State’s Attorney Bob 
‘Trone and Special Assistant Pub- 
lic Defender Stephanie Robbins. 

Robbins said the agreement 
would allow Shaw to maintain 
his innocence and appeal a 
denied “motion -to suppress evi- 
dence at the Appellate Court in 
Mount Vernon. 

Trone agreed to cap Shaw's 
prison sentence at 75 years. A 
sentencing hearing is set for lat- 
er this month. 

Whipple, formerly of the 2000 
block of Edwardsville Road, was 
found stabbed to death in his 
wrecked Checker taxicab at the | 
base of the 19th Street overpass, 
near the intersection of Rock 
Road and West 20th Street, at 
about 10:45 p.m. Oct. 6, 1992.

SPRINGFIELD — Laws 
covering topics from headlights 
when it rains to telephones when 
they ring have arrived with the 
New Year. 3 # 

Nearly 200 bills passed. in 1993 
took effect Jan. 1. 

The new laws will have an 
impact on all Illinois residents, 
including motorists, lobbyists, 
teenagers and bungee jum i 

One of the most far-reaching 
of the new laws, and perhaps 
one of the most controversial, 
will require motorists to switch 
on their headlights when the 
windshield wipers are in use, 
day or night. Failure to do so. 
could bring a $75 fine. 

Authorities said some 
resistance could come from 
those who fear they will leave 
their lights on when’ the engine 
is off during daylight hours, and 
run down the auto's battery. 

But law enforcement officials 
say the safety benefits will be 
well worth an occasional drained 
battery. é 

Law enforcement authorities 
say the lights will make cars 
more visible to others when it 
rains or snows. 

Under the new regulations, a 
car may be stopped any time the 
wipers are on and the headlights 
are not. 

It is one of several new laws 
affecting motorists, as the 
Iinois legislature continues a 
crusade against drunk drivers 
and particularly teenagers who 
drink and drive. 

The ‘state’s mandatory auto 
liability insurance law, which 
would have expired this month 
after four years, became 
permanent Jan. 1. 


A mandatory two-month 
license suspension for a first 
offense has been dropped, but 
the insurance reinstatement fee 
was hiked from $50 to $100. 

‘Another Ney-Year’s law 
requires a driver to have proof 
of insurance to retrieve a vehicle 
impounded in connection with a 
drunken-driving offense. 

The new drunken-driving laws 
also require mandatory license 
suspensions for teenagers caught 
transporting open liquor and 
mandatory breath testing for 
drivers ticketed in crashes 
causing serious injury or death 

Judges will also be barred 
from dismissing DUI arrests 
simply because an arresting 
officer is unable to appear in 
court. 

The Secretary of State’s Office 
is also required to conduct an

experimental program in whith 
repeat DUI offenders must have 
their cars equipped with ignition 
interlock devices. 

‘The devices prevent cars from 
starting unless the driver passes 
an automatic breath test 

Other new laws will affect 
motorists in other ways. 

One will close a loophole in 
child restraint requirements. All 
drivers, not ‘only those who live 
in Illinois, are now responsible 
for buckling in any child riding 
in a car in the state. 

Another law seeks to 
encourage academic progress 
using the lure of ing 

rivileges. It bars students in 

oth public and private schools 
from taking driver’s education 
unless they have passing grades 
for two straight semesters 

Yet another new law provides 
a possible jail sentence for those 
who use drugs while operating 
boats. ‘ 

The new year of 1997 also 
rings in increased restrictions on 
telephone solicitations. 

An existing law already 
restricts the hours when 
computer-dialed recorded 
messages may be used. 

But the new law also bars 
human operators from making 
their pitches between 9 p.m. and 
8 a.m. and requires them to 
identify themselves, their 
company and the product. 

Licensed insurance agents and 
their companies are exempted 
from the restriction, however.

However, the new policy would 
have required him and fellow 
smokers to leave county 
buildings to light up. 

The policy really would have 
burned. jurors who are forced to 
come to court by no decision of 


in the first place then if you 
force them to stand out in the 
cold, freezing rain or snow, it 
would be worse,’’ Kernan said. 

Kernan had suggested that the 
county install better venpienoy 
systems and smoke-eat 
-ashtrays-in-the-jury areas: to.

Kernan did not know, 
what he would do if the policy is 
instituted, but he said, as a 
smoker, he had not “been placed 
at the crossroads yet.” ~ 

The St. Clair County Sheriff’s 
Department-banned smoking by 
prisoners in July 1991 and by 
employees in May 1992, said 
Captain Mel Weith, but 
employees have complained 
more than prisoners. 

Prisaners were weaned from 
their cigarettes when the jail 
stopped ordering them for 
vending machines.

Sometimes health clubs have patrons sign 
an agreement which relieves the club of all 
liability if the parton is injured on the equip- 
ment.

Generaily speaking, Illinois law provides that 

=, where an exculpatory clause specifically sets 

forth in clear languagé the range of activities 
to which it-applies, the clause is enforceable. ~ 
There’ are only two_exceptions to this general 
rule. If the clause.is contrary to public polly or 
if there is something in the social relationship 
of the parties*which would work against 
upholding the agreement, then the clause may 
rot be enforceable. ie :
